Tt was at this time that the church changed over from Cong- 
regational to Presbyterian government and affiliation. 


At the present time the first book of records is missing, and 
some say that it burned twenty-five or thirty years ago when 
the house on the Alexander Richard farm burned, the house 
having caught fire one Sunday while the family was at church. 
However, a search is being made for it, and if located, it will 
be copied later. 


The church was first organized March 4, 1835 in the log house 
of Obadiah Rogers (my great—-grandfather) on the north west . 
quarter of section No. 27 of Raisin township, Lenawee county, 
Michigan. ObadiahRogers kept the minutes of this farst meet- 
ing in a little homemade notebook which is now in my possess- 
ion . For a time, before the first church was built, the 
meetings were held in the school-house, on the north east 
quarter of the same section. My father, Lafayette B. Spencer, 
was a small boy at the time the present church building was 
erected, getting into everyone's way at the building, and 

just being missed by a falling timber which came down during 
the erec$ion of the belfry, esacping that and later helping to 
haul on the rope which raised the bell to position. It was 
through him and his mother, Azubah Clapp RofSers, that the lit- 
tle notebook was preserved and came into my. possession. oe 


The. chureh.first stood one-half mile west and. one-half mile 
north of its present location (January, 1943) and in the early 
nineteen-hundreds was moved to the west edge of the village of 


Holloway, where it now stands. The old location was marked-in  _ 


its centennial year with a bronze plaque on a darge boulder...

of Twenty Dollars to us the Trustees of the first Congregation- 
al Society of Raisin, in hand paid by Obadiah Rogers, the rece- 
ipt wherof is hereby acknowledged and confessed, we hereby con- 
vey to the said Obadish Rogers his heirs and assigns, SLIP No. 
27 in the Meeting House of said Society in perpetual lease. 
Given under our hands and seals, at Raisin, the 24th day of 
November A.D., 1845.

There are two of these leases, identical in every way, even 
the order in which the signatures are affixed, both made the 
same day, except that the other is number eleven. 


I copy here also the rough, unsigned draft of aJ letter 
which is among the Obadiah Rogers papers in my possession, 
showing the number of their membership and something of their 
financial condition. In those days, an important letter was 
first worked into shape, and then carefully copied. Occasion- 
ally the rough draft was preserved, as in this case.

We the undersigned Deacons of the First Congregational 
Chureh of Raisin, in behalf of the church of which we are men— 
bers beg leave to state; that having long felt the need of a 
minister to reside among us we have united in inviting the Rev 
Daniel Jones, late of California, Branch Co. to take charge of 
this congregation, and that in order to Support him comfortably 
we shall need some aid from the A. H. M. Society. The number of 
members connected with our church is. 24, 10 Males 14 females 
yet the main burden of sustaining a minister mist rest on Some 

7 Male members. We have built a comfortable meeting house 30 
feet by 40 which is clear of debt, and the average attendance 
on publie worship may be Set down as 80 to 90. Within the lin- 
its of our town there is a Society of Quakers, over whom of cou? 
rse we can exert but little influence, yet there are a number of 
families who are connected with no christian denomination. There 
is no other other organized chureh within the limits of the town; 
or within five miles of our place of meeting. The Sum re propose 
to raise is $ 400, of which we have pledged to raise $ 300, in 
doing which we shall be compelled to tax ourselves to the extent 
of our ability We shall need therefore $ 100 to make up the Sum 
from your Society and if it shall be consistent to grant us 
this amount, we hope that the church may be Strengthened through

4 few genealogical notes on these families may be of interest. 
Mv grandmother, Azubah Clapp Rogers, came to the community as a 
young girl of eleven years, with her father, Obadiah Rogers. 

She married Nathan Spencer, son of Uriel and Sarah (Wyckoff) 
Spencer; and my father, Lafayette Blue Spencer, and myself, were 
born here. The older families who comprided this church group 
were well known to me, but the newer and younger ones I do not 
know as well, although I have lived all my life not far awaye 


- Dan. Anthony, the inventor of the "Anthony Fence”, had two 
daughters, Estella and Nina B., and one son, Charles. Estella 
married John L. Calhoun as his first wife, but had no children. 
Nina B. married Dr. James W. Nixon and had Marguerite and at 
least two other girls, but no boys that I recall. Dr. Nixon 
has been dead for several years but Nina is still living. (1943) 
Charles Anthony married May Rogers, daughter of Samuel Reed and 
Mary (Beardmore) Rogers, and had only one son, Roger. She died 
in 1898 or 1899. Roger Anthony moved to Canada, and died very j 
recently. 


Fulton Jack and Robert Boyd were the first two men to settle 
south of Tecumseh. A daughter of Fulton Jack married a Mchain 
and the McLain family owned the Fulton Jack farm. Fulton McLain 
is a grandson, and is now Living in Tecumseh village. There 
were at least two sisters of Fulton McLain, Ella or Ellen and 
Mary. I do not think Fulton or the girls ever married, but one 
brother whose name I think was Henry married and had children. 


The Boyd, Richard and Holloway families were closely related, 
and related also to the Sherrard family. Robert Boyd, Jr., and 
Archibald Boyd (called Archie) were brothers. Robert, Jr., 
fiarried Anna May Browm; and Archie married Ella Holdridge, a 
daughter of Horace and Adeline Holdridge. Robert Boyd, Jr., had 
Leora Jans and Seymour Richard Boyd. Archie Boyd had Laurance, 
Caroll James, and Hazel S. 


The first John Richard mentioned, was, I think, a brother of 
Archibald Richard, and of Ann Richard who married Butler Holloway. - 
John Richard had Alexander Richard who married Amanda Dresser and 
had Elizabeth, John Louis and Mary Winnifred. I am not certain 
whether Archibald Richard was a brother or son of John, but I 
think he was a brother. Amanda Dresser Richard had a sister Mary 
®resser who made her home with her, and then with John Louis 
Richard. Mary Dresser lived to be very old, and never married. 
Elizabeth Richard married Hobart Mithceil and had Nora, Anna, 
Arthur R., and perhaps another girl. Mary Winnifred married and 
lived at Anfola, Indiana. John L. Richard married Inez Laing, a 
daughter of Benjamin I. Laing and sister of Mrs. Chas. Slayton 
of Tecumseh. Mr. and Mrs. Laing in their latter years moved 
to Raisin township and are mentioned in these church records.

Mary 
Erma Spencer married Rev. Henry Wright and had Freé, Lizzie, 
and George. Mary Emma was the youngest child, and there were 
only these two girls by the second wife. aici tee Wits of 
Uriel, Sarah Wyckeff, had at least seven}S which Nathan, my 
grandfather,was one. 


John and Martha (Spencer) Pease had twin girls, Dora and Flora, 
and one son, Herbert Spencer Pease. Dora married Fayette Dewey 
of Palmyra township and had two boys. She died rather young. 
Flora married Daniel Arthur Dye, had five boys, no girls, and 
is now living at Waitsburg, Washington. Daniel Arthur Dye died 
about two years ago. 


Herbert S. Pease married Zoretta Wynze (Not sure that is spel- 
led correctly.) and had three or four boys and, I think, one 
girl. They moved to the State of Washington and some of the 
younger ones still live there; one of the boys is connected ! 
with one of the Rail Roads, but don't know much about them, - 


ida F. Spencer, my mother, was Ida Flora Spalding, daughter 
of Joseph Hoover and Susanneh Paulina (Lee) Spalding of Franklin 
township. Lenawee county (See Spalding genealogy.). I have no 
sisters, and only one brother, Arthur DBD. Spencer, of Detroit. 
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Delia Kerr and Samuel Kerr were children of William Kerr as 
“,;was also Minnie Kerr who married Frank Kishpaugh. Della mar- 
‘ried Hugh McElroy, and neither Della nor Minnie had any chil- 
“dren. Samuel married, and I think had children, but am not cer- 
_ tain. He moved away from this locality. He hag been dead for 

* several years. Minnie and Della have also passed away. 


There are two William Calhouns mentioned. The elder was an 
early settler, was related to Raineys and Kerrs, and had a son 
named William who was my age, also a younger son named Webster. 
He had also John L. and Jennie who were older. I notice a Leroy 
- Calhoun who must have been a son of the elder William, as there 
was no other Calhoun family in the neighborhood. Leroy must 
have died young as I have no recollection of him and I knew the 
other members of the family very well. The name is misspelled 
"Calhoon" in wueh of the record, Jennie Calhoun married a man 
named Baird, lived in Adrian, Mich., ana had one daughter,Melba. 
John L. Calhoun married first Estella Anthony. She had no chil- 
dren, He married second Edith Rector, a daughter of William 
Rector and Addie Boyce, and had one son, Leslie. I think the 
Lyle Calhoun mentioned in the records is a son of the younger 
William who wes killed by a train about twenty years ago. Will- 
iam Calhoun and his neighbor, Mr. Robinette, drove their car in 
front of a train on the railroad about half a mile west of their 
home and were instantly killed. A small son of William Calhoum | 
was with them and was the only ohne who escaped. When questioned 
he said "Mr. Bobbinette 'frew me out." 


John and Jane Macham were parents of Allen Macham and his bro- 
ther David Macham of Tecumseh. Allen Macham was born in Canada} 
married Jennie Rector, a daughter of John and Pamelia (Raymond) 
Rector; and had only two girls, Bertha May and Blanche Iva. They 
lived on the old Rector farm in Holloway, Mich., and died at 
Plymouth, Mich. Bertha married Lioyd Bartholomew, mentioned above, 
and their son died at birth. She married second, Lawrence 
Samsen of Plymouth, Mich., and had one daughter, Phyllis. She has 
been dead about eighteen years, and Lawrence is now dead. She was 
the second wife of Samsen, and he later married again, but had no 
other children. Allen Macham had a sister Celia, who married a 
Baum and lived in Chicago, [Ilil. 


Jennie Rector, wife of Allen Macham, was sister of William 
Rector who married Addie Boyce; and Frank Rector who married 
Frances Doty; and Lucy Rector who married Richard Gillespie. 

I think Jennie was the youngest of the family, and my father 
said "John Rector started them out on the farm in Holloway where 
he started all his children." Jennie and Allen later owned the 
farm. There may have been other chilgven whom I do not recall 
except Geraldine and another girl who,children of his first wife 
and born at Delta, Ohio, where John Rector Lived before coming 
to Michigan. Some of the children of the second wife, Pamelia 
Raymond, were also born at Delta. Mrs. Gillespie told me that 
she was born theres Frank Rector had three girls and one boy, 
Fred, but none of them had children. The girls died rather young. 
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wild Rector had Bert who married Madge Hailey and lives in 
California. He has children. Edith Rector has already keen men- 
tioned as the wife of John L. Calhoun. Will Rector had also twins, 
Eva and Earl. Earl was in the first World War, and died a short 
time later because of the hardships he had suffered. Eva married 
Guy Nemire and has one daughter, Alice, who married Curtis Ashley. 
Lucy Rector and Richard Gillespie had three girls and two boys: 
Ralph, the youngest, died as the result of an accident in 1897: 
Grace and Jennie did not marry: Ora married John Murphy and had 
one daughter, Lucy Ivaletta : Garland married France Snell and had 
three girls, Arlene, Grardfldine and Frances. Arlene married Bert 
Ousterhout, Geraldine married ---- Ford, end Frances married in 
1942, a widower. Garland died in 1912. Addie & Mary Boyce were 
sisters. 

In part of ths record McLain id spelled McClain. 


Allen and Elizabeth Kelley had four children; Mertie, who 
married Stanley E. Doty and had Dorothy Mertie who married Kenneth 
Kopke: also GuXrnsey, Leon Price, and Sena. 


Fred Kopke's wife was Hannah Satterthwaite. They had Bert, who 
married Pauline ----- but has no children; Kenneth who married 
Dorothy Merfiie Doty and has two boys and two girls, Paul, Fred, 
Jean, and Betty; and a girl, I think Marian, who is married and 
lives in Adrian, Mich. 


Laura Braman married, late in life, William Cox as his second 
wife. Thre were no children by either wife. Laura was related to 
James Lane or his wife Reuhama Hall whose mother we called "Aunt 
Lucretia." The Lanes had no children of their own but raised a 
couple of girls. The Florence Lane who ap des ee in the records is 
. Florence Earle whom they raised. She married a Gaylord and lives 
in Ohio not far from Cleveland. She hes five poyse She had a sister 
whose name} I think, is Blanche. Florence is now about sixty years 
of age, (1943). I think Revhamats father was Edmund Hall, in fact 
I am sure of it. They were related to the Halls of Ridgeway, and 
were early pioneers of Lenawee county. 


William Doty who took such a prominent part in the church, was 
son of Alvan and Malinda Doty and a brother of the Bestey Doty 
who married Dwight Rogers, as mentioned. The family record is to 
be found in the Doty Genealogy except the youngest child, Eva, who 
married George Humphrey, later connected with the animal husbandry 
department of the college at Madison, Wisconsin. William Doty'ts 
daughter Hattie V. married George Haskell; his daughter Carrie Lucy 
married George Whitmarsh; and his son Stanley Elija married Mertie 
Kelley, At least three children died in childhood. Alvan and Malinda 
Doty came to Lenawee county from New York State in 1835. 


Phebe Doty, and older sisterof Willian Doty, married Eli Chatfield 
and had Willis and Mary, neither of whom ever married. I think one 
or two other children died in childhood. 


George Humphrey, mentioned above, is famous for his work in 
animal husbandry. He is son of Rev. George Humphrey of Palmyra, 
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who was the much loved pastor there for many years, living 

on his farm a short distance west of the village, and well 
known for milés around. Rev. Humphrey had two other sons, 
Edward ana Thomas, and three girls, Ethel, Elizabeth and Mary. 
Edward married Beulah Atwell; Thomas married and lived in the 
West; Mary married Charles Bartholomew; Ethe#t and Libbie have 
not married. Edward and Thomas have been dead for seyeral 
years: Mary died about two years ago and left one sorB-biow in 
the army, and two girls, Jean and Mexine, 


James Clayton McIntyre was son of James and Delia (Lowe) 
McIntyre. He married Viola Wildey, a daughter of Charles 
Wildey anc had James, Donald, Mildred, Margaret and Melba. 


Donald died young. James and Delia McIntyre had also Ellis, 
older and Willard, younger, than Clayton, but no girls,

daughter, called Carrie, who was not married at the last of ny 
knowledge of the family, and I do not think she was ever married. 


The Wickwire family were early settlers and left descendants. 


John Rainey had one son, William, and four girls, Jennie who 
married Andrew McWilliams; Maud and Ella who did not marry; and 
Anna who married (John?) Dunmore and whose only child died young. 
Jennie had only one son, Melvin McWilliams. William married first 
Bertha Brittoh and had Haryl ard Marjorie. Marjorie married Matt 
Lunn and lives on the home place. Earyl married, but I do not 
know about his family. He lives in Detroit. William married 
second,Grace, 2 widow, and sister of Walter German who married 
Carol Doty. Carol Doty is daughter of Stanley E. Doty and his 
second wife Stella Carnahan. John Rainey's wife wae a Mitchell, 
a sister of William John Mitchell. I do not think that Hobart 
WMitehell who married Elizabeth Richard was related, if so it 
must be distantly. I think Hobart Mitchell came from Palmyra 
township, Lenawee county. 2 have copied his family Bible rec- 
ord and sent it in to D.A.R. for preservation, some time ego.

Orlando and Pheobe Carpenter came to Raisin township from 
Manchester, Mich., about the middle of the 1880's. They had 
Mamie who married a Fabriaque of Clinton before they came to 
Raisin; Idea E., who married Edgar Rogers; Etta, who did not 
marry; Laura, who died when about eighteen years old; Grace L., 
who married Kenneth Holloway; Frank, who died unmarried in young 
menhood; Bert, who married Esther Binns and had several children; 
and Leonard Orlando wo married and lives in the séhtée of Virginia. 
Orlando Carpenter was in the Civil War, and kept a very interest- 
ing diary, copies of which I have sent in for record. 


The Willard Spencer mentioned was, I think, the minister who 
was with the Presbyterian church in Adrien in 1894 and for a 
term of years.

Michigan Organized in his own log house March 4th 1555, He 
died Sept 12, 1873 in the 82nd year of his age. t is the desire 
of his decendents that these books shall be loaned to Kev. George 
Humphry as long as he remains in the ministry or during his nat- 
ural life after which time they shali remain the property of 
‘the Rogers family forever and be kept in trust by the oidest and 
nearest kin bearing the Rogers name "= — 


In the front of the first volume, beneath the tribute by the 
Rev. John Fiske, has been pasted newspaper clippings, as follows: 


"ROGERS.~ In Raisdn, Feb. 27th, at the residence of her daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Nathan Spencer, Mrs. Lydia rogers, aged 85 years. 

Mrs. Rogers was the daughter of Samuel heed, of Wendal, Worces- 
ter county, Mass., and wife of the late Deacon 0. Rogers, of 
Raisin. She was one of the earliest settlers of this county. 

She was born in Wendal, Mass., in 1794, married in 1814 and came 
to this county in 1832, having at that time a family of eight 
children;. three more were afterward born making eleven, seven of 
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whom are now living; four in this county, one in the state of 
New York, one in Illinois, and one in California. She lived 


on the farm she first moved on, which was bought of the government, 


until the death of her husband, which occurred six years ago, 

when she went to live with her daughter, in signt of the old 

home which was so dear to her. Mrs. Rogers was a Kind and devoted 
mother, alweys willing to do or suffer anything for the good of 
her family, all of whom learned to love and respect her. She 
lived a consistent Christian life and was an honored and active 
member of the First Presbyterian church of Raisin, which was or- 
ganized at her home at an early day. She passed quietly away on 

a beautiful morning, we trust to a better home above.

These volumes will all be placed in the Michigan History 
Collection in the Rackham Building, in Ann Arbor; and the Canne

"Settlement of Tecumseh." 


"The settlanent was projected by Musgrove Evans Esqr. a native 

of Pennsylvania, but a resident in Jefferson County, New York for 

a mumber of years. After loring various parts of this Territory 
he fixed upon a place, near e junction of what is now called 
Evanst ereek with the River Raisin, as a suitable site for a settl- 
emnent. He spent a week in exploring the country in the vicinity, 
&, finding it eapable of a flourishing settlement, & the water pri- 
viliges good, he took up the land now oecupied as the millseat of 
Wing, Evans & Brown & the village of Tecumseh; which he named after 
the celebrated Indien Chief, which fell in the Battle of the Thames, 
U. C. in the late war. The Legislative Council established Tecun- 
seh as the County Seat of Lenawee County by an act passed June SO0th 
1824. The County wes organized December Slst 1826. 

"Mr Evans removed his family to this place June 1824. This was 
the first white family that moved into the County. There was no 
settlement of the whites within many miles. Before winter he was 
joined by several families. He built a saw mill the first season; 
& a grist mill in 1826. ; 

"The town of Tecumseh was incorporated by an Act approved April 
12th 1827, comprizing the towmships numbered five, & the north 
half of townships mumbered six, south of the base line, in ranges 
one, two, three, four, & five, east of the principal meridian. | 
The first township meeting was held at the house of Joseph W. Brown, 
May 28th 1827. Elisha P. Champlin was chairman. 

"George Taylor was chosen Supervisor. The first term of the coun- 
ty court was held December 1827: but no case was tried. 

"Te first Judges appointed to the County Court were Joseph W. 

' Brown, Elisha P. Champlin * James T. Borland. The two first resi- 
gned before any court was held, & Stillman Blanchard & Willian 
Kedzie were appointed in their room. Judge Kedzie died in 1828, & 
Timothy B. Goff was appointed to fill the vacahcy. James Patchen 
was appointed Sheriff for the County. 

"The Court house built, solely by volumtary contributions of the 
Inhabitants of Tecumseh, was raised May 1629. 

tt : 


"The first religious meeting held at Tecumseh was in the summer of 
1825 by the Rev Noah HM. Wells. Afterwards it was visited by the 
Rev. Mr. Frontis a Missionary stationed at Monroe. The Methodist 
Circuit Preachers began to preach at Teoumseh while the settlement 
was quite new. In Cetober 1826 Rev Alanson Darwin, then a resident 
in Shelby, Orleans County, N. Y. visited the southern pert of the 
Territory of Michigan. In the winter.following, the people of Tec- 
unseh petitioned the American Home Missionary Society tc arpoint 
Mr. Darwin their Missionary for that place. The Society complied, 
& he removed to Tecumseh September 1, 1827, & commerced his labours 
among them. — . 

"About that time a religious Society was formed, & pef&itioned the 
Governor.& Judges to incorporate them as a body politic, by the 
name of ‘the First Presbyterian Society of Teoumseh.' E. P. Champ- 
lin, George Spofford, ' Moses Smith were chosen Trustees. 

"Formation of the Church. 
"April 6, 1828, a church was formed by Mr. Darwin, 


under the title of 'fhe First Presbyterian Church of Tecum- 
seh.’ The following persons were admitted members. John 

Huyek, kary Huyek, William T. Finch, Rachel Finch, (afterward 
married to Stillman Blanchard), Mella Ann Ketchum, (afterward 
married to Joseph Gray.) Euphemia Hillick, Emilia dolloztook, 
Marla Hixon, Mary Darwin, Mary Metcalf, ‘The Sacrament of the 
Lord's Supper was administered. Mary Metcalf, & her son George 
Atwood Metcalr were baptized. 


"April 19, 1629. The Sacrament of the Lordts Supper. Agnesf / 
Robinson wife of David Robinson, & Yidow Rogers were admitted 
members of the church. Asahel Gilbert son of Rev. A. Darvin, 
Betsy Louise daughter of Mre. Rogers, Jane caughter of Joseph 
& Mella Ann Gray, & Daniel Platt son of Daniel & Maria Hixon 
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were baptized.

We renounse all ways of sin, as what we truly hate end abhor. 
We promise, that denying ungodliness & worldly lusts, we will, 
(the grace of God assisting,) live a holy life, walking ir ths 
ways of the divine commandments, considering it our greatest 
priviledge & delight, as well as our bounden duty: that we will 
abstain from the manufacture, sale, and use, of intexicating 
liguor as a beversge and will endeavor so to walk, as to bring 
no seandal om the christian cause: but thet others, seeing our 
zoog works way glorify our Father, which is in heaven. We also 
engage to submit to the disipline of this shurch; & toe do what- 
ever is calculated to promote the purity, peace & edification 
of Zion. ‘Ve also covenant to watch over each other, with that 
cirecumspection, faithfulness, meekness, & christian effection, 

. which ever ought to distinguish the confederated followers of 
the Lord Jesus Christ. This we do immloring the great Head of 
the churoh, that we may have wisdom & grace to be faithful to 
his covenant, aud to glorify him with the holiness that becomes 
his house.

tAmong the numerous individuals who were thus afflicted was 
the Revd. Alanson Derwin He was visited in the latter part of 
Augst. 27 or 23, with a billious intermitant fever which termi- 
nated in consumption and death after a Sickness of about 16 weeks. 
Thus it wes his painful duty to see the people for wnose snirit- 
“ual good he had devoted his Labors and his life now left in tine 
of sickness and of very great need without a teacher and the chu- 
reh which he had organized and watched over with paternal aare a 
large number of whom had recently been sathered into its pale 
and were unestablished in tne doctrines end duties of the christ- 
jan life levt without the instructions of the pastor - The Elders 
on whom the duty of instruction next devolved were also sick and 
the public worship of God although for the most part continued by 
a few individuals in the forms of it but very thinly atuended 
The trials to which as a christian and a minister he was called 
to endure he bore with meekness and wisdom until he was dismissed 
from his labours and called as it is believed tc receive his great

reward on the 15 of December 1831 in the 49 year of his life 
and of his ministry -

originally from Wales preached here. having asertained that we 
could not procure a support for Mr Les subscription was made to 
prosure s support for Mr Griffith.

"The Session decided that he should make a public confess- 
ion of the Sin of playing at the public House on Sabbath and 
promise to refrain from all Kinds of gambling in future, or 
be suspended ane the Church. 

"David Wood also appeared and confessed that he had neglec- 
ted public & private worship, The Lords Supper, liad Kept bad 
company, bad hours of the night, & sometimes used strong drink 
& profane language. And as he did not appear contrite for his 
numerous ?? sins, he was suspended from the Church tiil he re- 
pent & reforn. 

"Nr. Ketchum was requested to visit Perley Wood, who had 
absented himself from public worship. ir. Hell was requested 
to visit Mr. Edwerds & wife, who are known to be guilty of the 
neglect of family worship, & the free use of intoxicating Grinks » 
ur. Hall was requested to visit Mr. Soan, for same reasons. 

"After consultation it was decided that in view of the low 
state of religious feeling in this Chureh, OF & ereat neglect of 
duty with a large portion of its members, & the numerous soma 
of open misdemeanor, & necessity of dinisbine, it is highly 
pedient to observe a day of fastine & prayer, that God may Sis 
claim his people, & avert deserved Judgements, & remove the in- 
dications of his displeasure, and Saturday preceeding our next 
Communion was fixed uwoon as a proper day to be observed in that 
nanner. Adjourned for tyo weeks, concluded with prayer. 


" Dec. #0, 1848 Session met _according to adjournment, & was 
opened with prayer. Present, E. Cheever, Mod. A. Stocking, 
S. G. Conkling, J. Culvertson, H. Hall, J. Ketchum. Absent A.

Ketchum reported that he had seen Mr. Perley Wood, & that iir. 
Wood only promised that he would attend Church, but as he fras 
given no satisfaction for his violation of Sabbath, & other un- 
christian acts, he was requested not to come to our next comm 
union.

tir. Stocking was requested to converse with Mr. P. Aten, who 
has neglected public worship, and some other neglects of duty. 
After considerable consideration upon the subject of all kinds 
of gambling; it was unamimously agrped that all kinds of games 
of chance & skill are highly improper among members of the 
Church, not only because mich time is thus lost, & the mind un- 
fitted for religious meditation, but because the natural tend- 
ency is to an umvarrantable fondness for all kinds of gambling 
é& much immorality. Adjourned, concluded with prayer.
